T hat was the fact that, most of the time, the national policy, 
of the U. S. G overnm ent was one of protecting this hom e m arket. ; 
This was done through protective ta riffs , high e n ou gh to e q u a liz e 
the difference in the price of goods m ade here, w here w ages w ere 
high, and goods m ade abroad, where w ages w ere lo w . 
From tim e to time, tariff-tinkerers cut the tariffs b e lo w the 
protective level. The tail-spins which resulted led to the tariff 
protections being re-installed in a hurry.
